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TWO NEW POSTAGE STAMPS 


The Honourable Hugues Lapointe, 
Postmaster General, April 3rd an- 
nounced the details of the two new 
design "secondary industry" series 


postage stamps that will be issued on 
the 7th June. 

A 25e postage stamp will illustrate 
a design that indicates the contribu- 
tion of chemistry and chemical en- 
gineering to the development of other 
industries. The design depicts a 
laboratory vessel to represent the 
scientific equipment used widely in 
the chemical industry’s research, 
within which is a representative 
chemical plant. Glass tubing extend- 
ing from the vessel encloses at en- 
larged ends a head of wheat to rep- 
resent agriculture and a symbolic in- 
dustrial plant. This design em- 
phasizes the significance of chemis- 
try in our daily lives and in the 
nation’s development. This stamp 
was designed by Mr. A. L. Pollock, 
T'orento, who achieved much success 
with his previous designs, the cur- 
rent issue 20c and 50¢ stamps. The 
stamp will be red in colour. 

The Post Office Department is in- 
troducing the 25c stamp to prepay 
postage and registration on first 


class mail, to prepay airmail charges 
to Africa, Asia and Oceania, and for 
use on parcel post. 

The new issue 20c stamp illustrates 
a paper machine and will pay tribute

H. Warren K. Hale, former vice- 
president of Hale and Kilburn Mfg.

“Pilots of the Purple 
Twilight” 


A short time back, in packet No. 
303 we called attention of our read- 
ers to a fine new non-philatelic book 
which contained much information of 
value to the collector of Canadian 
Airmails. This was “Canada’s Fly- 
ing Heritage” by Frank H. Ellis. This 
month we would like to call your at- 
tention to another, though smaller, 
and less complete, volume also of 
value to the Canadian Aero-Philatel- 
ist. 

“Pilots of the Purple Twilight” by 
Philip H. Godsell, F.R.G.S., F.R.E.S. 
is published by the Ryerson Press, 


Toronto, and sells for four dollars 
($4.00). It is “The Story of Can- 


ada’s Early Bush Flyers” and con- 
tains many illustrations of tremen- 
dous value in writing up a Canadian 
Airmail collection, particularly those 
who go in for Semi-Official Air- 
mails. It is of particular value with 
its imformaticn about Patricia Air- 
ways and Exploration Ltd., (which 
the author carelessly refers to as 
“Patricia Airways” which was an- 
other company formed two years 
later and which had no connection 
with P.A. & E.), Western Canada 
Airways, Commercial Airways and 
Canadian Airways. 


It is too bad that the author did 
not cover his subject more fully and 
include the exploits of the pilots of 
many of the earlier and other Can- 
adian airmail companies. Also I 
found the lack of an index a real 
hardship in looking up references. 
However it is altogether a very read- 
able bock, and of real value to the 
Canadian Airmail collector as a 
source book. Recommended.

in my search for those phantoms 
of philately,—Canadian “Locals,” I 
have been always on the lookout for 
a copy of the Grand Trunk Railway 
Newspaper Stamp, only mentioned 
by Hale in his marvelous series of 
articles which appeared in the Col- 
lectors’? Club Philatelist back in the 
early *30s. It was also mentioned in 
Fred Melville’s great book “Phantom 
Philately,—but with no description as 
he apparently had never seen one, but 
merely quoted from the Montreal 
Philatelist, Vol. 3, page 27, of Sep- 
tember 1900. Checking back I find 
ae the M.P. does not describe the 
item. 





In a small lot of “locals” received 
recently, I was very pleasantly sur- 
prised to find a very fine specimen, 
and I hasten to illustrate herewith. 
It is printed in black on yellow. The 
paper is a yellow eard paper with a 
vertical mesh. 

According to the Montreal Phil- 
atelist, it was “probably got up by 
Taylor, but was never used by the 
G.T. Ry.” They suggested that it 


“was an imitation of the English 
railway newspaper stamps." 
Canadian “Locals” are, to this 


writer, one of the most facinating 
sidelines in Canadian philately, but 
no one should start it with the idea of 
building a collection in a hurry. It 
doesn't take much money, but it sure 
takes plenty of time and hunting!

i310—Re-Entry on the 
5c Registration 

This may have been reported be- 
fore, but I fail to find any reference 
in what philatelie literature I have 
available. I have waited for some 
time in reporting this, until I could 
locate a second, and confirming, copy. 
I now have two copies, both in the 
yellow-green shade. The re-entry is 
plainly visible and the most distin- 
gulshable markings are the doubling 
in the top of the *S" in "Registered" 
and in the “R” in “Letter.” There 
are other evidences of doubling, but 
these two will serve to quickly 
identify. 





#311—Canadian Maximum Cards 


For those looking for a new side- 
line field, may I suggest you take a 
look at the possibilities in Canadian 
Maximum Cards? The best place to 
start is with the Queen Elizabeth 
issues, as it is not difficult to bring 
one’s collection up to date from the 
first of these issues. 

Maximum cards are ordinary post- 
cards, the picture on which relates to, 
or is similar to the design of the post- 
age stamp. The stamp is placed on 
the face of the card, and cancelled 
with a revelant cancellation. This 
does not necessarily have to be a 
first day cancellation, but many col- 
lectors prefer the First Day cancel. 
They make a very attractive display, 
and to me, are a welcome relief from 
the ordinary run of First Day Covers.

MADE OF STAMPS 





A Frenehman who bought a “paint- 
ing" for half a crown at a bailiff's 
auction found to his surprise that it 
was made of stamps all a hundred 
years old.

The “Gibbons Story” is one which 
should not be missed. It is written in 
detail in their March monthly and is 
of more than ordinary interest. No 
name is better known than Stanley 
Gibbons Ltd. of London. From 1856 
to this their centenary year is an 
outstanding achievement and a world 
record for continuous business by any 
philatelic firm in existence today, 
entering as they do and have done to 
the wants of many thousands of col- 
leetors around the globe. Gibbons of 
London have been and are an out- 
standing asset to our stamp hobby. 
Their policy of protection for col- 
Jeetors regarding semi-political issues 
is highly commendable. In this mat- 
ter we understand they will not give 
their support to the coming wedding 
issue of Monaco whose policy of dis- 
tribution is in itself questionable, be- 
ing as reported under the control of 
one man, the postmaster of the 
country. It will be hoped that Stanley 
Gibbons of London may continue to 
serve for many future years to 
come, 

Reports of the auction sales by H. 
R. Harmer for the Caspery collection 
having reached the enormous sum of 
over half a million dollars should be 
a jolt for some of the stamp malcon- 
tents and news cf the kind should be 
drawn to their attention. 

Repercussions are and have been 
many regarding the two new Wild 
Life stamps which are to be issued on 
April 12th. Few of our stamps have 
received a more severe drubbing than 
these. Members of The House of 
Commons lately gave them some 
tough criticism. From press illustra- 
tions to date the appearance of the 
«tamps in question do not seem to 
have show value to rave about and 
the publicity they have been given 
will not help to make them popular 
or inerease sales volume. It is time 
the Wild Life stamps were printed on 
larger format, the same applies to 
our prominent Prime Minister issues, 
who most surely are worthy of a 
more attractive presentation than 
thet which has been given them. 

Reference in the London Weekly 
“S.C.” to the remarkable sale of the 
12p Dundas stamp by Mr. Sissons of 
Toronto also states: “It is also well 
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to bear in mind that Canadian stamps 
are and will be for a long time to 
come some of the most popular in the 
world.” The editor of “S.C.” seems 
to have a very warm appreciation of 
Canadian. stamps in general. 

Relative to some Queen issues to 
come through soon are the Jamaica 
set in June and the Swaziland issue 
in July. 

The British Solomons will shortly 
be cn their way to us. 

We are informed that the Nigeria 
Royal Visit stamp is to be withdrawn 
on March 28th. The Leeward issue 
is to be invalidated on July 1st. 

The sixty-four dollar question is: 
Has this been a tough old winter? 
Spring surely must be in the offing. 
We hope so, or else what about the 
flowers in May?

Your Answer 


W.H.M., Mass. — Q: — When did 
Canada stamps go bi-lingual? 

A:—In 1927 on the 60th anniver- 
sary of Confederation. This ques- 
tion reminds that in consideration of 
the French speaking’ population of 
Canada a change was made in the 
widow Queen stamps that followed 
the 1897 Jubilee issue. This issue 
came out in 1897 and had a maple 
leaf in each of the four. corners of 
the stamp and denomination of value 
spelled out in English in the ribbon 
under the Queen’s head. In considera- 
tion of the French speaking people 
these same stamps came out in 1898 
with maple leaves dropped from the 
lower corners of the stamps and 
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numerals of value inserted instead. 
The 1908 Quebec Tercentenary 
stamps also had the commemorative 
inscription engraved in French. 
A.W.P., Ont.—Q:—What value is 
an unused stamp minus the gum? 
A:—This is a bit of a controversial 
question. We see these listed as mint 
n.g, and unused n.g. To us a mint 
stamp is an unused stamp with gum 
complete as originally issued. With- 


out gum it certainly is not a mint 


stamp in the sense attributed to be- 
ing in mint condition. It is just a 
plain unused stamp without gum 
{providing it wasn’t used and missed 
being postmarked). Some say such 
a stamp should price the same as a 
used stamp—I presume VF or superb 
used price. However, in many in- 
stances in the scarce early items 
many price about the same whether 
mint or used. But the collector of 
used stamps does like to see some 
sign of postmarks on his stamps to 
prove they are used. To me these un- 
used no-gum stamps seem like or- 
phans—neither fish nor fowl. 


THAT LARGE CANCEL 


Re that large postmark that read- 
ers have been remarking we have 
the following from the Post Office 
Department: 

“As regards the large circular 
postmarks now being used I wish to 
advise that a new barrel type hand 
date stamp was sent to a number of 
Post Offices during the latter part 
of June 1955 for experimental pur- 
poses to ascertain if this dater 
might be suitable for general postal 
purposes. The tests have not as yet 
been completed.”

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PUBLIC ABUSE OF 
STAMP HEROES 


Famcus men of history would turn 
in their graves if they knew how 
stamps bearing their portraits were 
mistreated by the public, says an 
Indian newspaper. 

The paper, “The Hindu,” has this 
comment to make on philatelic mat- 
ters in an editorial: 

“The choice of subjects to be illus- 
trated on stamps is no doubt consid- 
ered from their topical or historical 
interest. But the way that some of 
these stamps are stuck on the envel- 
opes by busy people, who cannot be 
bothered to give a thought to the 
laudible purpose for which a par- 
ticular series is issued, is often gro- 
tesque. The noble figure of a famous 
poet cr a prophet or a king swaying 
from cover to cover at all angles— 
from the vertical to the horizontal 
and even upside down—should fairly 
make their originals gyrate in their 
eraves—because they cannot cry out 
to be saved from such “commemora- 
tien.” If, like a well-known advertis- 
er’s slogan, every picture must “tell 
a story," why not choose subjects 
from natural scenery, the fauna and 
flora that are peculiar to the country 
of issue? 

A correspondant, writing in a 
North Indian contemporary, refers to 
the practice adopted in Canada and 
the African Colenies of issuing sets 
of stamps depicting the rare animals 
and birds of the respective regions. 
He quotes the Canadian Post Office 
as saying that it is a step towards 
creating and increasing publie in- 
terest in the rich and varied wild life 
of the country.  Pointing out that 
this rich heritage is being depleted 
at an alarming rate because of lack 
of appreciation, the Postal Depart- 
ment expresses the hope that this 
series of postage stamps will em- 
phasize the need for conserving the 
wild life resources of Canada, not 
only for their economic value but also 
because “they are a constant source 
of pleasure to thousands in every 
walk of life." 

Whether or not these sermons in 
stamps are given heed to by wanton 
destroyers of animals and birds, these 
pietorial stamps would certainly pro- 
vide innocent enjoyment to juvenile 
stamp collectors. 
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BRITAIN'S CARIBBEAN 
COLONIES TO JOIN IN 
FEDERATION 


The various colonies of the British 
West Indies are one step closer to 
becoming a self ruling federation. 
Delegates from the thirteen islands 
have signed an accord aimed at the 
election of a federal parliament by 
1958. 

Under the accord experts will ex- 
pand an agreed skeleton constitution 
providing for formation of a cus- 
toms union and creaticn of a federal 
civil and judicial service. 

The federation will bring together 
the widely scattered crescent of coral 
and voleanic islands of Trinidad, 
Tohago, Barbados, Jamaica minus its 
dependencies, the Leeward Island 
group — Antigua, Montserrat, St. 
Christopher, Nevis, Anguilla — and 
the Windward Island group—Gren- 


ada, St. Vincent, St. Lucia and 
Dominica. 
A special clause will allow two 


cther British colonies on the Ameri- 
can mainland, British Guiana and 
British Honduras, to join the new 
state later. These two territories 
thus far have held aloof from the 
project. 

Two other nearby British colonies, 
Bermuda and the Bahamas, have 
steered clear of the federation. These 
two prosperous Atlantic isles have 
indicated concern lest the merger 
with their poorer cousins lower their 
own living standards. 

Britain, under the planned new 
constitution, will retain control of the 
federation’s defense, foreign relations 
and some aspects of its financial 
policies.—The Stamp Wholesaler. 


SOMEBODY SLIPPED! 


We've heard of a death's head or 
devil’s mask or some such symbolic 
caricature having appeared in isolat- 
ed instances on some stamp issue 
somewhere in the world but the 
latest has to do with our Canadian 
currency. Late last month it was 
brcught up by a Western M.P. in the 
House of Commons at Ottawa that 
there appeared in the curls of the 
Queen's hair, back of her left ear on 
our currency, a caricature of the 
devil’s face and asked the Finance 
Minister who commissioned the por- 
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trait of the Queen appearing on our 


money and who the artist was. 

In answer the Finance Minister re- 
plied that if the member for Leth- 
bridge was referring to what the 
minister thought he was then the 
matter had already been discovered 
and was being corrected. 

(The matter of the complaint can 
be discovered by the use of a bit 
of imagination by taking a Canadian 
bill and folding it from top to bottom 
in a line with the Queen’s left ear. 
In the curls in the hair at back of 
the head there appears what could be 
described as the caricature of the 
devil’s face.) 


THOSE BLANK SPACES 





Many junior collections of Canada 
stamps bog down and show blank 
spaces for Seott’s No. 40 and No. 45 
ten cent stamps and No. 46 20e stamp, 
and thereafter the 6c, 8c, 10e, and 
20ο, until the Edwardian issues. Pence 
and large cents issues are not touched 
on for we are talking about junior 
collections and budgets confining 
stamp purchases to the penny class. 

The beginning collector with a 
blank album finds he ean get a lot of 
stamps even of 75 years ago for a 
few cents each and to get a big show- 
ing quickly gets as many stamps as 
he ean for his dollar or five dollars. 

This will give him a nice showing 
on several pages, even if spotty. He's 
had a lot of enjoyment picking up the 
stamps at 2c or 3e say up to 20e or 
30c each, but he finds these gaps 
where he has to ante up one, two or 
three dollars each for his wants. He 
finds these ones are those denomina- 
tions beginning with No. 40 men- 
tioned in the first of this article. He 
maybe wonders why these are so 
costly when 5, 10 and 20c stamps of 
recent years are so common and 
cheap. But that’s the way it is. 

He will also note when looking up 
dealer’s ads that many of them do 
not list them. That doesn’t mean 
that they haven’t got them but may 
mean they haven’t them in quantity 
enough to advertise them. Or he’s 
interested in 1897 Jubilees or 1908 
Quebecs. He finds they all have 1, 2 
and 3e Jubilees and probably 5c listed 
but higher values seldom mentioned 
in their lists. Same with 1908 Que- 
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becs, all list the tec, le and 2e but 
slow up after the 5c denomination. , 

All cf which foregoing may not 
have much point to it other than to 
illustrate the evolution of a new col- 
lection. But it does show that until 
you start in to fill those blank spaces 
your collection hasn't much resale 
cash value. 

It has another good point, or a 
couple of them. When you start 
buying dollar values you slow down 
and become more discriminating un- 
less you have an unlimited pocket- 
book. And being slowed down teach- 
es patience and prolongs pleasure and 
anticipation over a lengthy period of 
time that could be wasted in some 
less enjoyable and profitable manner 
than stamp collecting.

POSTAGE RATE HIKE BEFORE 
U.S. CONGRESS 

Every year since he took office in 
1953, Postmaster General Summer- 
field has asked Congress to author- 
126 increases in postal rates. Al- 
though he has sueceeded in his ef- 
forts to raise second, third, and 
fourth-class rates, the opposition has 
been too strong to put through high- 
er charges for first class matter. 

However, it is possible that the 
mood of Congress, and possibly the 
publie, has ehanged in the past year. 
The P.O.D. has publicized its econ- 
cmy moves in a way to convinee 
màny that current deficits now re- 
sult not from the waste but rather 
from a need to increase postal rates 
whieh have been in effect since 1932. 
Last year's postal pay raises are also 





a potent argument in favor of the 
need for higher revenues. The es- 


timated postal deficit for fiseal 1957 
Is set at 467 million dollars!
